•BTAILS OF SHE IMl'ORTANT OPKBATIOK8 0 


i'BIDAY AT VUA^CELLORVILLE, 


Correspondence ot the New York Clmoa. 


IIiiuquABiiRS AEMTOFTKK POTOMAC,

Friday Kvualug, May 1—10 p, m. 


Upon my return from United States Fore 


this morning, the first news that greetec 
my ears was the death of that gallant and 
indomitable officer, Lient. Col. McVicar 
commanding the 6th New York cavalry 
It occurred last night, during a brillian 
and daring reconnisance toward Spottsyl- 
vania Court House. The affair was the 
boldest act of the advance thus far. Tho 
charge of less than 200 of our men upon 
the whole of Fitz Hugh Lee's brigade, anc 
the successful escape of our force, was a 
fit and stirring event for the opening of the 
grand battle. 


Th3 day opened with a heavy mist hang 


ing over the country, particularly near the 
river, which was not entirely dispelled un 
til the eun was well up—say 8 o'clock.— 
The morning was quiet — neither party 
seemed to be ready for battle. 


We brought up additional artillery dur- 


ing the night, aa well as large ammunition 
trains, and an allowance of six forage wa- 
gons to each corps, which were ordered to 
return in each case before any more were 
allowed to pass the bridges. Maj. Faint- 
er, of the quartermaster's department, had 
charge of the ford, and regulated the pas 
sage of wagons and artillery so that there 
was no confusion, while the total amount 
of transportation which reached this side 
of the rtver was very small, and not in the 
least cumbersome. 


The 2d army corps came up during the 


night and encamped near the left of our 
position. The 3d corps lay between Banks' 
and United States Fords during the night, 
and reached the front about noon. The 
roops marched rapidly, and with great 
cheerfulness. 


The great strategic importance of this 


position grows more and more apparent 
every hour. .We hold the Gordonsville road 
securely. By going half a mile to the rear, 
we find a country road leading to Spottsyl- 
vania Court House—four miles to the rear 
s another. Their flank is thus dangeroua- 
y exposed, for if they retreat they are har- 
assed by flank and rear; if they fight, they 
must fight in an open field, on equal terms, 
with perhaps great advantages in our favor. 


Evidences hourly accumulate of the fact 


hat the enemy is totally surpiised at our 
vigorous operations, and in a great mess- 
ure unprepared to meet us. That he is 
?ery nervous is evident from the manner 
n which ho falls to digging rifle-pits in 
svery convenient location. If any further

,r, .f <» dispatch from Gen. Lee to an en- 
;ineer officer here, saying in substance that 


>.e was very much surprised at this move- 
vent, had not anticipated it, and was un-\ 
vepared to give him instructions. This 
lispatch was dated April 29. McVicar 
captured, in his charge last night, a dis- 
jatch from Gen. Lee to Fiuhugh Lee, or- 
lering his cavalry brigade to be at Spott- 
ylvania Court House on April 30. Thus 


e came in upon McVicar'a rear, who was 


also bound to Spottsylvania. 


Hostilities among the pickets were car- 


led on during the night, with slight loss. 
Vatson's battery, in Meada's front, thus 
oat two men and eight horses. Our lines 
were not developed last night, the troops 
leing massed in proper locations. 


Right here let me, if I can, give an idea 
four exact location. Ou your maps you 
will perceive Chancellorville, a few miles 
west of Fredericksburg, a true style of Vir- 


inia village, consisting of one house and 
cross road—albeit, the house, in this in- 


stance, is a fine large structure, and wilt 
ccommodatea great many wounded, to 


which purpose it is already devoted. 
But 


he cross-roads is the matter of vital im- 
jortance here. From tins point the plank- 
oad runs directly west to Culpepper, by 
way of German in Ford, or by turnpike via 
"ly's Ford. 
The GordonsviUe turnpike 


diverges to the left four miles in our rear. 
The plank-road to Fredericksburg runs 
nearly due east, making an elbow bend to 
the south here, but regaining its easterly 
direction within four miles. Nearly east, 
or about north east, runs tho old turnpike 
to Fredericksburg, which intersects the 
)Iank road again about three miles from 
lore. Near this intersection a road bears 
to the left, and goea to Banks' Ford, six 
miles, direction northeast. United States 
Pord lies north northwest, and the road 
.hereto leaves the Ely's Ford road and 
aears to the right about one mile from this 
point. This road winds through the tim- 
ber, and is very indifferent at the best. 


The forenoon was mainly occupied by 


Qen. Hooker, his staff, and able corps com- 
manders, in consultation, and in making 
dispositions of the columns. At about 12 
o'clock, Gen. Sykes' division was sent for- 
ward on the left, by the Banks' Ford road, 
to make an attack, and compel the enemy 
to develops his strength on that bank. He 
moved promptly into position, with Weed's, 
now Watson's, regular battery. 


The first gun was fired by the enemy, 


about 12 o'clock. Heavy skirmishing com 
menced, our men entering the field with 
much enthusiasm. The 8th Pennsylvania 
cavalry skirmished in the very front for 
some time, and sustained a galling fire from 
the enemy's infantry, but behaved with 
great intrepidity. They charged and re 
charged upon the infantry, only to bo in 
turn driven back. 
General Svkes then 


threw forward two companies of infantry, 
without knapsacks, on the double-quick, 
who supported the cavalry and checked the 
further pursuit of the enemy. The action 
now became quite general between the two 
forces, each seemiug to be about the same 
strength. The rebel division thus engaged 
was that of Anderson, part of Lougstreel's 
old corps, and consisting of the brigades of 
Pasey, Mahone and Wilcox. Sykea foughl 
the latter brigade at Gaines' Hill. The 
rebels contested the ground very vigorous- 
ly, giving way only whan pressed very hard 
Our troops fought for fully an hour with 
great spirit and drove the enemy from two 
successive and strong positions upon ridges 
of land which ran parallel with the Rappa 
bannock. The distance thus gained was 
nearly one mile, and some fifty prisoners 
mostly belonging to Virginia regiments 
were captured. They gave themselves up 
readily, many of them manifesting pleas 
ure at their position. About I£ o'clock 
just as Coh Chapman, commanding a brig 
ade of regulars, had expressed a desire to 
" taka another ridge," an order waa receiv 
ed by Gen. Sykes from Qen. Hooker, to 
• suspend the attack, and retire nearly to hi 


former position. This appeared inexplica- 
ble to both officers and men, and as the 
latter came back slowly and in good order, 
frequent muttering!) were heard among 
them about being " ou the retreat again." 
But the sequel proved that there was n 
mind over all, who directed what wai best 
for thorn.

•ETAILS OF TEE IMPORTANT OPERATIONS O 


FRIDAY AT CHAtfCELLORVILLE.

Upon my return from United States Fore 


this morning, the first news that greetec 
my eara waa the death of that gallant anc 
indomitable officer, Lient. Col. MoVicar 
commanding the 6th New York cavalry 
It occurred last night, daring s briilian 
and daring reconuiaance toward Spottsyl 
yania Court House. The affair waa tbe 
boldest act of the advance thus far. Th 
charge of less than 200 of oar men upoi 
the whole of Fitz Hugh Lee's brigade, anc 
the successful escape of oar force, was a 
fit and stirring event for the opening of the 
grand battle. 


Thj day opened with a heavy miat hang- 


ing over the country, particularly near the 
river, which waa not entirely dispelled un 
til the aun waa well up—say 8 o'clock.— 
The morning was quiet — neither party 
seemed to be ready for battle. 


We brought up additional artillery dur- 


ing the night, as well aa large ammunition 
trains, and an allowance of six forage wa 
a;ons to each corps, wLich were ordered to 
return in each case before any more were 
allowed to pass the bridges. 
Maj. Faint- 


er, of the quartermaster's department, had 
charge of the ford, and regulated the pas- 
sage of wagons and artillery so that there 
was no confusion, while the total amount 
of transportation which reached thia side 
of the river was very small, and not in the 
'east cumbersome. 


The 2d army corps came up during the 


night and encamped near the left of our 
josition. The 3d corps lay between Banks' 
and United States Fords during the night, 
and reached the front about noon. 
The 


troops marched rapidly, and with great 
cheerfulness. 


The great strategic importance of this 


>osition grows more and more apparent 
every hour. ,We hold the Gordonsville road 
securely. By going half a mile to the rear, 
we find a country road leading to Spottayl- 
vaniajCourt House—four miles to the rear 
s another.

o Fredericksburg, which intersects the 
ilank road again about three milea from 
lere. Near this intersection a road bears 
o the left, and goes to Banks' Ford, six 
miles, direction northeast.

ford liea north northwest, and the road 
hereto leaves the Ely's Ford road and 
>ears to the right about one mile from this 
>oint. This road winds through the tim- 
>er, and is very indifferent at the best. 


The forenoon was mainly occupied by 


Gen. Hooker, his staff, and able corps com- 
manders, in consultation, and in making 
dispositions of the columns. At about 12 
o'clock, Gen. Sykes' division was sent f'or- 
vard on the left, by the Banks' Ford road, 
o make an attack, and compel the enemy 
,o develope his strength on that bauk. He 
moved promptly into position, with Weed's, 
now Watson's, regular battery. 


The first gun waa fired by the enemy, 


about 12 o'clock. Heavy skirmishing com- 
menced, our men entering the field with 
much enthusiasm. The 8th Pennsylvania 
cavalry akirmished in the very front for 
some time, and sustained a galling fire from 
the enemy's infantry, but behaved with 
great intrepidity. They charged and re- 
charged upon the infantry, only to be in 
,urn driven back. 
General Sykes then 


threw forward two companies of infantry, 
without knapsacks, on ihe double-quick, 
who supported the cavalry and checked the 
7urther pursuit of the enemy. The action 
now became quite general between the two 
rorces, each seeming to be about the same 
strength. The rebel division thus engaged 
was that of Anderson, part of Longstreet's 
old corps, and consisting of the brigades of 
Pasey, Mahone and Wilcox. Sykes fonght 
the latter brigade at Games' Hill. The 
rebels contested the ground very vigorous- 
ly, giving way only when pressed very hard. 
Our troops fonght for fully an. hour with 
great spirit and drove the enemy from two 
successive and strong positions upon ridges 
of land which ran parallel with the Rappa- 
bannock. The distance thug gained waa 
nearly one mile, and some fifty prisoners, 
mostly belonging to Virginia regiments, 
were captured. 
They gave themselves up 


readily, many of them manifesting pleas 
ure at their position. About 1} o'clock, 
just aa Cod Chapman, commanding a brig- 
ade of regulars, had expressed a desire to 
"take another ridge," an order waa receiv- 
ed by Gen. Sykes from Gen. Hooker, to 
•aspand the »tta«k, Bad retiri nearly to big 


former position. This appeared inexplica- 
ble to both officers and men, and as the 
latter came back slowly and in good order, 
frequent mutterings were heard among 
them about being " on the retreat again." 
But the sequel proved that there was a 
mind over all, who directed what was best 
for them.

ington Star of this evening, just received 
here, contains the following : We have pos- 
itive information from Gen. Hooker's army 
up to yesterday (Tuesday) at noon. 


The Richmond papers of yesterday, the 


oth, contain various dispatches from Lee's 
army. One of them claims victories for 
ihe rebels on Saturday and Sunday last, 
when they really effected nothing, as we 
know well, from a dozen different Union 
sources, though losing enormously in killed 
and wounded, as the Richmond papers 
admit. 


This rebel dispatch says that on Satur- 


day Lee drove Hooker out of the little 
wilderness ba«k of Chanceilorsville, and on 
Sunday drove him from Chancellorsville to 
a position in the immediate vicinity. So 
far as Sunday's change of position is con- 
cerned, it was simply a concentration of 
Hooker's force in a far better position than 
at Chancellorsville, though very near it. 


It was affected with small loss to UH, 


when compared with the loss sustained by 
the rebels assailing us during the movement. 


On Monday afternoon, the rebels attack- 


ed our left (Howard's corps), aud after a 
desperate engagement, were completely re- 
pulsed, with great loss. 


Yesterday (Tuesday) forenoon, 
they 


again advanced against the same point, but 
were able to stand the contest but't'orfifteon 
minutes, when they again fell back, repuls- 
ed, with heavy loss. 


Stoneman'a expedition proved a great 


success, indeed. The Richmond papers of 
the 5th (jesterJay) say that his forces plav- 
ed sad havoc with their railroad at Han- 
over Junction and other points, destroying 
locomotives and a large amount of other 
valuable property, and all the railroad 
bridges to icithin five miles ofKochmond. 


In the Richmond papers alluded to above 


is a dispatch Irom Gen. Lee to Jeff. Davis, 
saying that the rebel Gen. Paxton ia killed 
Stonewall Jackson seriously wounded, and 
Gens. Heath and A. P. Hill also badly 
wounded. 


Another rebel dispatch states that ihe 


rebel loss in killed and wounded ha? been 
very heavy. 


The evening (Washington) Republican 


contains the following; Tbe news from the 
army continues to be glorious, rumors to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

It seems impossible to doubt that he and 
his force will be capturad.

Yesterday morning 1he trains were all 


ordered back to camp and by dark the 
whole extra caasiona, pack mules, &c., wore 
at Falmoutb. The wounded were hastily 
removed from the hospitals and Bent to 
Washington, leaving nothing on the other 
side except infantry and artillary. About 
fire o'clock it commenced raining, drown- 
ing tho road, tearing up corduroys, sweep- 
ing away bridges and threatening the de 
struction of pontoons. The river rone with 
preat rapidity and soon overflowed the ends 
of the pontoons rendering crossing imprac- 
ticable. The upper pontoons were taken 
up and used in lengthening out the others, 
and after several hours of very hard labor, 
bridges were once more ready, pine boughs 
were spread upon pontoons to prevent the 
noise of crossing, and about midnight the 
troops commenced falling back. 


Sharpshooters were quite active, and ar- 


tillery opened occasionally, but the results 
are unimportant. The enemy had evident- 
ly massed hia army on our right with a 
view, it is believed, of crossing above, and 
attacking us on flank and rear. High wa- 
ter, however, will frustrate that movemeut. 
Their pontoon trains are down noar Ham- 
ilton's crossing. Some fear a have been 
entertained that the rebels would make a 
demonstration across the river below Fred- 
erickflburg. 
Great number! of our wound- 


ed have fallen into the hands of the enemy. 
Our dead on the battlefield of Sunday are 
still unhurried, and the wounded undoubt- 
edly are dying jn great numbers for want 
of attention. 


The first corps was the first to cross and 


is now nearly all over. The third corps 
remains in the entrenchments to cover the 
retreat. It is hoped that the army will 
reach this side before the enemy discovers 
the retreat, but cannonading has com- 
menced quite fiercely at the front and a 
desperate battle ia not an improbable event. 
We can doubtless retire across the river 
without serious loss, but if discovered in 
oqr attempt the struggle will be fierce.— 
Unmolested the troops con get over by 
noon. The roads are in a terrible condi- 
tion, almost as bad a« when Burnside 
foundered here, last winter. Our sick are 
lying in the woods, but ambulances are 
coming up to remove them, Therw was no 
fighting, yesterday, of any great conae- 
quence.' 


Dr. Johnson, medical inspector of the 


army, ban volunteered to go over with corps 
aurgeotis and take charge of our wounded. 
He will probably be sent across aa aoon as 
practicable. Hooker was very much de- 
pressed last eight, He held a consultation 
with bin commanding generals, in which it 
was urged that a longer stay in its present 
position would prove unsafe for his army. 
A hasty return to our camps is imperative. 
Rain is falling heavily, and the river ia ril- 
ing with great rapidity.

The Tribune'* extra, dated the 6th, says 


the army of tbe Potomac recrossed the Rap- 
pahaouock at tbe United States and Banks' 
Forda, and is marching back to its old 
camp along Acquia railroad. 


Sedgwick wan overwhelmed by numbors, 


and was hardly able to escape. Freder- 
icksburg and the heights were re-occupied 
by the rebels. Sedgwick lo»t about 5,000 
men. He saved hia artillery and trains. 
Our crossing at United States Ford was 
effected without loss. 


Tuesday Gth—The corps recently en- 


gaged at Cbacellorville rocroseed and is 
marching back to Falmouth. Hooker's re- 
treat caused a great panic nt Acquia 
Creek crossing. It commenced on Tues- 
day night, covered by Meade and the 6th 
corps. Lee's sharp-shooters picked off ar- 
tillery horses and mounted officers. Rebel 
batteries occupied all the advantageous 
positions and fired vigorously on Hooker's 
camp. 
A consultation of corps comtnann- 


era decided that the enemy were too power- 
ful. 
Sedgwick failed to join Hooker, and 


being hard pressed crossed the 'river to 
prevent annihilation, the experiment cost- 
ing 6000 men. This added to counsels of 
corps commanders, shook Hooker's confi- 
dence, and be ordered the evacuation of 
his strong position. The army is greatly 
demoralised by this inglorious retreat.— 
There was no time from Friday morning 
to Monday night but Hooker could have 
attacked and defeated Lee, but he lacked 
ability to give the order. 


Tbe Tribune closes by saying the army 


is safe. Loss 10,000 men and a much 
larger number unfit for duty. Heavy rains 
impaired the health of the men. 


The World's extra has the following: 
Richmond papers of the 5th state that

Dunning were wooding at the time just be- 
low, and came to the assistance of the pas- 
sengers, and though most of them were 
asleep at the time tho firo broke out, all ex- 
cept one was saved, a lame boy in tbe cab 
in whose name we could not learn. The 
fire was discovered on the boiUr in a pile 
of mattrasses, and was no doubt tbe work 
of an incendiary.

aources, though losing enormously in killec 
and wennded, as the Richmond papera 
admit. 


This rebel dispatch says that on Satur 


day Lee drove Hooker out of the little 
wilderness bask of Chancellorsville, and on 
Sunday drove him from Chancelloraville to 
a position in the immediate vicinity. So 
far as Sunday's change of position ia con- 
cerned, it was simply a concentration ol 
Hooker'a force in a far better position than 
at Chancelloraville, though very near it. 


It waa affected with amall loss to us, 


when compared with the loss sustained by 
the rebels assailing us during the movement. 


On Monday afternoon, the rebels attack- 


ed our left (Howard's corps), and after a 
desperate engagement, were completely re- 
pulsed, wilh great loss. 


Yesterday (Tuesday) 
forenoon, they 


again advanced against the same point, but 
were able to stand the contest but for fifteen 
minutes, when they again fell back, repula- 
ed, with heavy loss. 


Stoneman's expedition proved a great 


success, indeed. The Richmond papera of 
the 5th (yesterday) aay that his forces play- 
ed sad havoc with their railroad at Han- 
over Junction and other points, destroying 
locomotives and a large amount of other 
valuable property, and all the railrnad 
bridges to within five miles of Rochmond.

Yesterday morning the trains were all 


ordered back to camp and by dark the 
whole extra cassions, pack males, 4c., were 
at Falmouth. The wounded were hastily 
removed from the hospitals and sent to 
Washington, leaving nothing" on the other 
side except infantry and artillery. About 
fire o'clock it commenced raining, drown- 
ing the road, tearing up corduroys, sweep- 
ing away bridges and threatening the Je 
atruction of pontoons. The river rose with 
great rapidity and soon overflowed the ends 
of the pontoons rendering crossing imprac- 
ticable. The upper pontoons were taken 
up and used in lengthening out the others, 
and after several hours of very hard labor, 
bridges were once more ready, pine boughs 
were spread upon pontoons to prevent the 
noise of crossing, and abont midnight the- 
troops commenced falling back. 


Sharpshooters were quite active, and ar- 


tillery opened occasionally, but the results 
are unimportant 
The enemy had evident- 


ly massed his army on our right with a 
view, it is believed, of crossing above, and 
attacking ua on flank and rear. High wa- 
ter, however, will fcuatrate that movement. 
Their pontoon trains are down noar Ham- 
ilton's crossing. Some fears have been 
enterlained that the rebels would make a 
demonstration across the river below Fred- 
erickaburg. Great numbers of our wound- 
ed have fallen into the hands of the enemy. 
Our dead on the battlefield of Sunday are 
still unhurried, and the wounded nndonbt- 
:dly are dying in great numbers for want 
of attention. 


The first corps was the first to cross and 


3 now nearly al! over. 
The third corps 


remains in the entrenchments to cover the 
retreat. It is hoped that the army will 
reach this aide before the enemy discovers 
he retreat, but cannonading has com- 
menced quite fiercely at the front and a 
lesperate battle is not an improbable event. 
We can doubtless retire across tha river 
without serious loas, but if discovered in 
our attempt the struggle will be fierce.— 
Jnmotested the troops can get over by 
noon. The roads are in a terrible oondi- 
ion, almost aa bad as when 
Burnaide 


bundered here, last winter. Our sick are 
ying in the woods, but ambulances are 
ioming up to remove them. 
Ther» was no 


fighting, yesterday, of any great conse- 
[uence.' 


Dr. Johnson, medical inspector of the 


army, haa volunteered to go over with corps 
surgeons and take charge of our wounded, 
le will probably be sent across as soon as 
iracticable. Hooker was very much de- 
ceased last night. He held a consultation 
with his commanding generals, in which it 
?aa urged that a longer stay in its present 
losition would prove unaafe for bis army. 
L hasty return to our camps is imperative, 
lain ia falling heavily, and the river is rii- 
ng with great rapidity.

A consultation of corps commann- 
ers decided that the enemy were too power- 
ful. Sedgwick failed to join Hooker, and 
being hard pressed crossed the 'river to 
prevent annihilation, the experiment cost- 
ing 6000 men. This added to counsels of 
corps commanders, shook Hooker's confi- 
dence, and be ordered the evacuation of 
his strong position. The army is greatly 
demoralized by this inglorious retreat __ 
There was no time from Friday morning 
to Monday night but Hooker could have 
attacked and defeated Lee, but he lacked 
ability to give the order. 


Tbe Tribune closes by saying the army 


is safe. Loss 10,000 men and a much 
larger number unfit for duty. Heavy rains 
impaired the health of tbe men.
